Each activity 
contributed more money towards the cause. On Friday most of the 
student body sported their "Real Raiders Wear Pink" shirts as they 
headed to the bleachers to cheer on Team Pink.

Leaving the Northern Neck and venturing into one of the biggest cities in the 
world, Rappahannock High School seniors traveled to New York City on May 12. 
Forty-three seniors and eight chaperones attended what is one of the highlights 
and privileges of senior year. 

For the eighth year in a row, Lesa Knight, RHS teacher and coordinator of the NYC 
trip, planned and organized every detail of the trip to make sure it is not only fun, but 
safe. “One of the things I enjoy the most when we actually get into the city is looking 
at everybody’s faces,” she said. Knight decided to change the senior trip when she 
became senior sponsor. The RHS seniors used to go to Baltimore Harbor for the 
day. She then organized an exhausting NY trip just for the day. It has now become 
a weekend excursion. She chose NYC because it is a place where not many 
students have been before and because of all the activities available for tourists.

The Northern Neck Technical Center is a 
vocational school in which students from six 
different high schools in the Northern-Neck district 
attend. The Northern-Neck district schools 
include: Rappahannock High School, Essex High 
School, Westmoreland High School, Lancaster 
High School, Northumberland High School, and 
Colonial Beach High School. This vocational 
school is a commendable preparation for students 
interested in a specific field of skills needed to 
pursue a career. Students must first complete 
their sophomore year in high school before being 
eligible to attend the school. There are various 
classes students can choose from. Some courses 
are considered single year courses which include: 
Carpentry, Computer Aided Drafting, Electricity, 
Nurse Aide, and GED / ISAEP. The two year 
programs of study are: Auto Body, Automotive 
Servicing, Cosmetology, Computer Systems 
Technology 1 & 2, and Culinary Arts. All courses 
are taught by outstanding teachers who have life 
experience in the course they’re teaching. The 
technical center is very hands-on and provides a 
higher level of learning experience than a strictly 
book learning model. The technical school allows 
students 2 1/2 hours a day to learn and practice 
the skills they have learned in hands-on work. 
These classes are extremely focused but are also 
very enjoyable due to the humor and assistance 
of the teachers, administrators, and everyone 
else in the school. The Northern Neck Technical 
Center also gives many opportunities for college 
scholarships and awards for hard work and 
achievements.
